That cheerless fa c t already sus­ 
pected by most consumers was 
confirmed today by O. E. Ander­ 
son, executive secretary of the 
Ohio Dairy Products Association, 
Columbus, following a survey cf 
all major markets in the stats. 
D»apite the recent removal of 
all restrictions on the sale of dairy 
products, available supplies, par­ 
ticularly of 
butter and 
sweet 
cream, are today at the lowest lev­ 
el since th- beginning of the war, 
Anderson stated. In fact, butter 
supphes alone are a t the lowest 
level m many years, he added. 
Reasons for this condition are 
fairly simple. 
First, 
milk 
production, which 
had been ninning at record heights 
during the first nine months of 


IMS, took an unprecedented drop 
in October And is now wen below 
the 1944 production low point 
Second, removal of rationing and 
sales quota restrictions on milk, 
cream, ice cream and all 
other 
dairy products this Fall resulted 
in increase in demand from con­ 
sumers, with sales Jumping from 
20 to 80 percent above previous 
high marks. Ev-n normal supplies 
were inadequate. 
Third, due to unfavorable man­ 
ufacturing conditions throughout 
the war, butter supplies already 
were at record low levels. Devel­ 
opment of the currant milk short­ 
age, coupled with the sudden spurt 
in demand for ice cream and sweet 
cream, drew many additional mil­ 
lions of pounds of cream out of 
butter manufacturing into those 
products. Butter production to­ 
day la far below current demand 
and no tel.ef appears possible be­ 
fore next May. 
And finally, the Federal Gov­ 
ernment’s agreement to release 
IOO million pounds of surplus but­ 
ter back to civilians will not be 
carried out. It was announced this 
week that the Army has refused 
to release any additional butter, 
due to other unspecified 
needs.

IN 1932, it was discovered that a 
certain disorder affecting the small 
intestine was not due to tubercu­ 
losis, as was formerly thought, 
but to infection of another type. 
This condition is known as region­ 
al ileitis. The ileum is the last part 
of the small intestine. Ileitis may 
he an acute disorder, that is, last­ 
ing only a short period of time or 
it may be chronic and last for 
many, many months. 
The acute condition usually 
starts gradually. There is pain in 
the right lower part of the abdo­ 
men, together with mild diarrhea. 
However, as time passes, the pain 
and diarrhea become more severe. 
Starts Soddenly 
In other instances, the rendi­ 
tion may start suddenly with pain 
in the right lower part of the ab­ 
domen. with vomiting and diar­ 
rhea. There may be fever, an in­ 
crease in the number of white cells 
in the blood and some tenderness 
in the right lower part of the ab­ 
domen. These symptoms are fre­ 
quently so much like those caused 
by acute appendicitis that in many 
instances an operation is per­ 
formed and the ileitis not diag­ 
nosed until the abdomen is opened.

disease. However, X-ray examina­ 
tion is often helpful. In the chronic 
condition, the most important 
symptoms are pain, loss of weight, 
fever, diarrhea and anemia or a 
lessening of the coloring in the 
blood. 
Treating Chronic Form 
In treating the chronic form of 
ileitis, according to Doctors Ev­ 
erett D. Kiefer and John R. Rosa 
of Boston, operation it required in 
most instances. In the acute form, 
medical treatment is more satis­ 
factory. Insofar as the chronic 
variety is concerned, if there are 
no complications, medical treat­ 
ment is usually attempted, and lf 
this does not give satisfactory re­ 
sults, operation may be necessary. 
The medical treatment consists 
of rest in bed for varying periods 
of time. A diet is given which is 
low in bulky foods such as whole­ 
grain cereals, raw vegetables and 
fruit, but is rich in protein foods 
such aa meat, milk and eggs. Vi­ 
tamins in large doses are given 
over a long period of time. In cass 
of anemia, some type of iron r e p ­ 
aration is given. Doctors Kiefer
